Weather being extremely :air, and the Sea wonderfully calm, art 
FT was tak ng my uſnal Tarn, I accidentally fell into He 
With a Span Mexican Inhabitant, named Amar : Ant, ah 
we wee *.2wing the Rocks which abound in thoſe Seas, he da 
fired me to take Notice of a vaſt long one about Seven Eraguens 
f om Shore, which he ſaid was ſuppoſed to incloſe ſome Land bn 
its great Ex ent; but the Acceſs to it was very dangerout, uy 
rea on of the Ro ks which reach ſo far under Water, ian 
ſome Places u (bal-ow for Boats, and in others roo deep rafford 3h 
over; and the Sea commonly very rough in that Place, hitherte' 
prevented farther Reſearch; ſuppoſing the Advantage which 
might accrue from the Land, would not countervail the Coft and 
Trouble of making it inhabitable : for that he and ſome Friends 
had on a fine Day, as it now was, the Curiofity to go as near aa 
they could with Safety, which was abour Fifty Yards from the“ 
main Rcck, but we were forced to return as uni as we 
went; only, that he had the Pleaſure of-catching delicious 
Fiſh, which lay playing upon the Surface of the Water, having 
a Rod in his Hand, and Lines in his Pocket, being ſeldom 
without, when he walks on dhe Sta Shore. Theſe are 
ſomewhat larger than an Herring in its Prime, ſkian d Fre ©:

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hey are more or lefs beautiful, according to the Serenity of the 
Weather. 


The Account he gave me of them excited my Curioſity to go 


and catch ſome; and he being, as uſual, provided with Tackle, 
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we picked up a Parcel of yellow Maggots, which biced in dead 
Tortoiies upon the Rock, at which thoſe Fiſhes bite very eagerly, 

Thus equipped with all Neceſſaries for the Sport, we agreed 
with a young Fellow, One of the Long- boat's Crew, belonging 
to the Ship I was come over in; whote Maſter being juſt come 
on Shore, and not expected to return tpeed.ly, he readily con- 
ſented to row us thither for about the Value of a Shiih»g. 

Being come to the Place, we found extraordinary Sport : the 
Fiſhes were ſo cager, that our Lines were no ſooner in but we 
Had a bite. 

Whilſt we were Fiſhing, the young Man that rowed us hither, 
efpying « Clift in the Rock through which he ſaw a Light, had 
Mind to ſee what was at the other Side; ſo put off his Cloaths 
order to wade to it: Thus, having taken the Hitcher of the 
Boat, he gropes along for ſure Footing, the Rock being very full

Being come to the Clift, he creeps through, and in a Hort 
Time returns, calling to us with Precipitation, which expreſſed 
both Joy and Surpriſe. Gentlemen! Gentlemen! -ſaid he, I 
have made a Diſcovery of « new Land, and the fineſt that the 
Sun ever ſhone on: Leave off your Fiſhing; you'll find here much 
Pitter Bufineſs, Having by that Time caueht a pretty handſome

Precaution, the Thickneſs of it giv ng Room to believe there 
might be dangerous Creatures in it; fo we went ſo-thward, 
finding Numbers of fine Trees, annd here and here ſmall Gr ve“, 
which we judged to de compuled of Forty or Fifty (everal Trees: 

t. upon Examination, we found it, to our grea* Amaz*menty 
to proceed tro n only One Plant; whoſe outmo lower Branches 
bending to the Ground, about Seven or Eigh: Feet from the 
middle Stem, ftruck Root, and became Plants, which did the 
ſame; end in that Manner covered a conſidera le Spot of 
ground ſti . growing leſs as they ſteos fartheſt from the old Bod: g. 

Hav'ng waiked ſome Time under that moſt ſurprifing and 
wond-rful Plant, admiring the Greatneſs of Nature's Works, 
we went on, finding ſeveral of the ſame in our Way, Wh- rein 
harboured Moakeys ; but their ſwift flight prevented our diſ- 
cerning their Colours: Yet, going on, we found there were 
Two Kinds: one having green Backs, yellow Faces anc Belliesz 
the other grey, with white Bellies and Faces: but both Sorts 
exceeding beautiful.

We weighed Anchor the Seventeenth Day of May 1724, and 
flood out to Sea, and failed South and by Eaſt till we arrived on 
the 26th, at Panama, on Terra Firms, after being met by ſome 
formy Weather, Here we beyan to traffic in our Way Home, 
for ſome Corn, neceſſary for our following Voyage ; as alſo Cot- 
ton, fome Metals, Rofin, Gums, and Pepper. Our Stay was 
not long here; tor we ſailed from thence on the gth of Fun, 
the Wind being then favourable : But we had not ſail'd above 20 
Leagves, before we wet with a violent Storm, that lafted ſome 
Hours, id the Wind blowing hard at North North eaſt; where- 
in we had the Misfortune to loſe our Surgeon, one Jab Davis, 
who being imprudently upon Deck, was waſhed overboard by a 
prodigious Wave coming in at the Forecaftle : Our Ship received 
Damage in that Sterm, but our Loſs of Mr. Davis was 
great, and worſe than if any other Man on board had been mi 
fling; for we might alſo call him our Chaplain as well as Surgeon, 
and by his exemplary pious Life, during the Time he belonged to 
our Ship, he might really be called a Divine. He was a Man, 
as he told me, had been educated at Hart- Hall, Oxen, in 
his early Days, and defigned for the ſacred Robe : But his Ge-

as a Surgeon to our Bodies, Nay, which was ſtill more, while 
he was with us, though he neve entered into ſacted Orders, yet 
He told us, he thought it his Duty to give vs the beſt Inſtructions 
be was capable of, for the Pre fervation of our Souls and Bodies, 
both which were always in Danger: And accor ingly, after Di- 
vine Service, as I may call it, was performed by hm in a 
folema Manner, he would frequently diſcoorſe on the e 
Heinovſneſs of the Sin of Man, which o:cafiones the Seff-rines 
" of Chriſt: on the Terrgrs of Hell, and the Joys of Heaven; as 
- alſo og the glorious Creation of the World, ſetting forth the 
Works of Omnipotence in lively Colours, telling the, Ad- 
vantage, Pleaſure, and that attcaded a godly Life — 
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Sometimes his Diſcourſes would be on Natural Philoſophy, which 
were extremly well delivered: At other Times on ſome of the 
Sciences, moſt of which he well underſto d, and to which we 
gave very great Attention, as being deſirous of ſuch uſeful Know- 
ledge ! In ſhogt, his Death was greatly lamented by the Captain 
as well -s myſelf, and indeed by all the Ship's Crew ; for be 
was a Man of a quick Thought and lively Ap-r-h-ofion ; had a 
univerſal Knowledge in Things, entirely free from Retervedneſs, 
but of perfect Humility and Condeſcenfion 3 moſt agreeably en- 
tertaining in his Converſation, and dear to all that ever knew 
him. 

Thus, having given an imperſect Character of that great Man, 
to whoſe Memory 1 owe ſo much, I ſhall proceed to a farthes 
Deſcription of our Vonage. As ta the Coaſts on thoſe Sear, I 
think it needleſs to make any mention thereof, they Having 
been fo well deſcribed already by our modern Geographers, 
nor is it in any wiſe uſe ul to my Purpoſe; fo that | ſhall en- 
tirely omit it, and only give an Account of the Places where 
we traded or touched at for freſh Provꝰſi In or Neceffaries, and 
rema Kk what happened moſt wortay wur Notice in our Voyage 
home to Encland.

He dreaded greatly the ſnakes, which were 
larger than he had ever ſeen before; however, as they endea- 
voured to get from him, he reſted pretty well tatisfied : hoping 
there was no beaft of prey to hurt him there; for tear of which 
at firſt he climbed up into a pimento tree to ſleep. He was 
well pieaſed to find ſuch good ſhell fich, which v as the oaly 
food he lived on for the firſt five days z when oy acciden: he 
caught a young kid, which very much rejoiced him : But he 
was at a great loſs for fire to dreſs it: till, having nothi-g to 
employ himſelf with, but thinking, he remembered that he had 
heard that the rubbing of two pieces of wood hard t 
produced fire, he tried the experiment, and by rubbing two 
pieces of pimento wood together, did produce fire {afte the 
manger the Indians make uſe of it.)

Fow! ab ut as big as a Duck, whoſe Fleſh is very ordinary Food, 
but the Eggs exteeding good : Here alſo, we found a ſmall black 
Fol, which makes Holes in the Ground to rooſt at Night, 
whoſe Fleſh is very good; and a great many Vultures and Crows. 
We had careened our Ship, ani were in read ; to ſail on the 
26th, and ſailed to the Iſland of Fernandes, and made the mid*le 
Bay on the 7th of A»guſi, Winter being juſt over thee, which 
caminues oniy for two months, vis. 7e e and July, We have 
verbal accounts here of ſeveral men, who have been left, or caſt 
away, : ni have lived ſome Time, and very well, on this Iſland. 
Fee we mended our Sails, There is plenty of very good F:ſk, 
of divers Sorts, It is very pleaſant on the Shore, and very 
heaithy ; fo that the Men who had been ill on the Vo. age, per- 
ſectly recovered their Healths ; for the green Pimento Trees dif- 
fuſed a moſt agreeable and refreſhing healthy ſmell all over the 
Ifand. Here we iſpent ſome Time in taking Wood oa board, 
and likewiſe in laying up Water, which here is very good*; we 
alſo bciled a confiderable Number of Sea Lions, of which there 
are Plenty here. We had alſo Plenty of young Seals, which 
cat very well ; only rheir hvers are unwholeſome: Ana at the 
South End of the Ifland, we found fome Goats, of which we 
killed about thirty, all excellently good. Here were alſo, plenty 
of Tornips and Water c e Tes, which were of great Service to us 
in cur'rg the Scurvy: and of which we gathered a very large 
Quantity. 

So having refr. ſhed ourſelves very well on this Iſland, we re- 
ſolved to ſteer for Cape Verde in Ch li; on the 12th made the 
Iſland of St. Jago, where we anchored, and ſent our boat on 
Shore, Here we bovght ſome Hogs, and black Catile, (for. our 
Voyage round Cape Horn to the Blazils): as alſo ſome Corn and 
Maize, Here, the People, from the ill Uſage they had for- 
m<rly met with from the French, are extremely ſharp, and really 
diſhoneſt : for, if they tra e with you, and cannot get the Ad- 
van age of you which they think vm would have (f them, they 
will ſratch the Goods. and away with them.

Quorll hearing ot a ſhip boun! for the South ſeas, 
which n her return was :0 touch at Barbadocs, the 
captain ot her having been firit mate of the ihip to 
which Quarll bad formerly belonged, this encouraged 
Eim to venture the voyage. Accordingly he went to 
the commander, in order to agree with him about it. 

The captain. after ſome talk, began to call to mind 
their former icquaintance, but wondered to ſee him fo 
much altered as to his condition: Quarll being very 
hanofomely drefs'd, and his behaviour much better 
poliſhed tian formerly : So dt ſired him to give him 
an :ccount how tht” ſtrange altetatioen had happened, 
and by what means be came to thet good fortune, 
Good fortune! do you c:!! it ? tive Qunarll, I ſuppoic 
then yon {co upon men by their outward appearance? 
But, did you know the world as well as 1 do, you 
would Judge rhe contrary. Now, adds he, Ill give you 
a ſhert account of ny pait life, and then IM leave you 
to ſay whether Iam nut rather the perlect ſcorn and 
mock ot tortune: So related to him his paſt misfortunes 
which Quarll told him in fo moving a manner, that 
it amoit are w tears trom the captain's eyes. As foon 
as he had made an end, weil, ays tne captain, | 
thought that my way of living brought upon me more 
troubles than land- inen are ſubject to, for, tince I ſaw 
you , i havezbeen thipwrecked twice; once upon the 
coaſt of Guinea, where I loſt the ſhip and cargo, but 
five men ſaved, the other time, homeward bound from 
the Eaſt Indies, a violent ſtorm aroſe, and drove us up- 
on tne coaſts of France, where, with great dithculty 
we caſt anchor, in order to refit our ſhip, which was 
very much damaged in the late ſtorm: But about 
twelve o'clock t e fame night we came thither, a moit 
violent hurricane blew in upon us, broke our cables, 
and drove us aſhore : where again 1 loſt tne ſhip and 


cargo, but all the men faved, Thus I think 1 have 
been 
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been unfortnnate, but fince they are piſt never think 
of them, We ſhall have a p eat int voy age, and as you 
hive a mindſto reſiue at Bar':adoes, where 1 mult touch 
in my return, I'd have you lay out your money in the 
wook n manufacture, und cutlery ware, which are very 
good commnodities in thoſe parts. Quazll ghanked him 
tor his advice, and paited with bim. 

Away then he goes to ſally, an! told her what he 
had been doing, and whith-r he .1tenced to go. Sally 
anſwered, what was his pica'ure ſhoutd be kers, and 
that me woul! be a partner in his fortunes and mis- 
fort nes, go whicher he wou:de So y went and 
bought the goods which the captain adviſed him to, 
and ſent them oa board, and ſoon after followed with 
himſelf and ite. 

They had not been long at ſea, before his darling 
fally fel ſick and died, to his inexpreſuble grief, ih- 
ing ten thouſand times he had died with her. H; be- 
gin to he extreme y melancholy, took no reit, and 
would eat no victuals. The captain was afraid thit he 
would die alfo, and did all he cu d to divert him, but 
was a iong time before he conld bring him to hig 
former teniper. 

They tailed on with a fide wind for the ſpace of a 
month, tho' it changing full in ttieir teeth, and very 
high itha', oblige tne:n to caſt anchor, ii order to 
he by till the Wine! id ſerve, but ſeeing themſelves 
made upon by a pirate, they were obliged to weigh 
their anchor, and make the ben of their way before 
the wind. in order to avoid being taken by thoſe infic-ls, 
who purined them from four of the Clock on Friday 
morning, til: ten at night the foilowing ſunday : at 
which time there arvie a fturm, the sky looked very 
black, the wind being 1t north welt, and clouds began 
to riſe and move towards them, having hung all the 
morning in the horizon Jo that they took :n their 
top ails, and tu:led their main fail. The fea ran very 
ſhort, and broke in uy on their deck. However, they 
put riet h-fors the wind, and ſaite t io for three weeks 
when they mate Ch Horn, they had no ſooner got 
round t e cape, hut the wind vee:: -o the fourth, and 
and it fel fir cal, which continued tor tao days, 
wh-n the wind ſprung up at fouth Wet, und they ſcud- 
d=d before he wind very twift, and made an iflaad; 
whoſe name none of them knew, the ſhip Eaving never 
been the coait betore, but there they found wood,

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water, and herbs ©t feveral different forts, ſome ſeal; . 
and dea fowls. Here they refreſhd themſelves for om bi 
days; and then weighed anchor, the wind being fair at *® 
fuſi ſouth, and traded at ſeve al ports on the coaſt ci} *" 
Peru, Chili, and Mexico. From port Aquapulco they 
lailee, having a freſu breeze at N. N. E. They had nc te. 
jailed above one day, before the wind veered to ſout * 
weſt, and blew a violent gale of wind; and there be. V'* 
ing a great ſea, fo that their ſhip took in a great deal 119 
of water, the wind continuing two days increaſing to 2 11 
very great ſtorm, which heid for one day and two for 
nights more; during which time they perceived them. 
ſe:ves near ſome rocks. The torm rather increaſingꝗ dat 
and it growing dark, they deſpaired of ſaving the ſhiß ©! 
and as the main yard could not lower, the ſhip's tach © 
ling being diſordered by the violence of the ſtorm; lea 
Qarll, being bold and active, took a hatchet whic ©Y*< 
tumbled about the deck, and ran up the ſhrouds, io . 
order to cut cown what ft;pped the working of th of | 
man yard; but by that time he got up, there came .. 
ſca which daſhed the ſhip te ſhatters againſt a rock; his 
and with the violence of the thock, flung Quarll whe 
was aſtride on the main yard on the top of the rock 
where, having the gocd fortune to fall in a clift, he 
was hinder d from being waſhed back again into t! 
ſea, end diowned, as every body was that belonged : 
the ſhip. 

Quarll, in a diſmal condition, remained the ſuccec' 
ing night in the clift, being continually beaten w:: 
the daſting back of the ſea, and being both bruiſed an 
numbed, pu:led off his c:caths Men were droppin; 
wet, and ſpread them in the fun 3 and being over ta 
tigued, lais himtelf down on the ſmootheit place 
the rock he could find, being guite ipent with the har 
ſhips he had unde, gone, ard flept while his cloatk 
were dying. 

\, His flec p, tho' very profound, was not 1efreſhins 
The danger he had been lately in, fo ran in bis mint 
that grim death was ever before his eyes; which con 
flant:y. diſturbed his rett z but nature, who want: 
repoſe, would be ſuppled, tho' it ie broken. Have 
ſlept 2 few hours, he awakes almoſt as much fatigue 
as be fore, and faint for went of now iſument, having”? 
taken none tor thirty ſix hours before. So havin it; 
looked upon his cloaths, which he percerved were ee 
quite dry, he turned the other fide to the ſun, and. la he 
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himſelf down to fleep again, hut ſtill nothing hut hor- 
ror entered his mind, his ſoul x23 continually harraſſed 
with the diſmal apprehenſions the effects of the late 
ſtorm had imprefſed upon him. He dreamt he was in a 
terrible tem |, ard the ap he was in daſhed back 
wards and forwards thro! the waves with prod gious 
violence, the clouds pouring down vaſt ttiewns of 
liquid fire, and the raging ocean all in flames. In this 
diſmal condition he kaew at whit t , do, but, foying 
ſome land, as he thought, at a little diftance from the 
ſhip, he was endeavouring to get thicher, but rot 


caldron of oil in a blaze, refolved to try whet'.er he 
could not jump aſhore, but j it as he was going to

30, by degrees, be takes home the cheſt, aud what. 
was in it, and now r materials to begin hig fours, 
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na', he immediately fell to work, that, for want of 
other books, he might, at his leiſure, peruſe his pait 
tranſactions, and the many mercies he had received 
from Heaven ; and that, after his deceaſe, whoever 1s 
directed thither by Providence, upon reading his 
wonderful eſcapes in tt e greateſt of dangers, his mira- 
culous living, when remote from human alsi4ance ; in 
the like extremity, might not deſpair. Thus he be- 
gins from his being eight years old (as well as he can 
remember he heard an old aunt of his ſay) to the day 
of his being caſt away, which happened on the oth 
of July, + hy being then twenty.cight years of age, 
reſolving to continue it to his death. 

Thus having written the preceding account of the

The following night, being the 
15th of S-ptemmber, there aroſe a violent ttorm, attend- 
ed with dreadtul claps of thunder, which the many 
echoes from the rock, rendered more tert ible; and 
lightnings flathing in a mott frightful manner, ſucceed- 
Ing each other, before the preceding was weli out of 
the sky, which put poor loneſome Quarll in ſuch a 
confternation, that (notwithſtandiug his reliance on 
Heaven's protection) he would have given the world 
(had it been in his poſſeſſion) to have been within the 
1each of human aſſiſtance: or, at leaſt. to have ſome

The glorious riſing of the next morning's "ſun hav- 
ing laid the mortifying rage ct the bluſtering winds,

Being come at the other nde of the rock, he ſaw, 
indeed, ſurpriſing objects, but not aiflicting, the miſ- 
chief that was done, being to the inhabitants of the (-a. 
only, a vaſt number ot which had, by che wind, been 
dil-clemented; a quantity of ftaicly wiiting:, fine 
mackarel, large herrings, divers les of codiings, aud 
ſeveral other iorts of fit, with groat nugaper of elle, 
of different ſhapes and bigneſſes, lying * and dan 
the rock. Heaven be praiſed ! aid he, initeal of da- 
mage to bewail. what thanks have I now to return te 
this mighty benent ! Are the powerful agent of mit-

Thus havirg taken up as many ſiſh as he could hold 
in his arms, he carries them home, and brings his ſhirt, 
which he uſed inſtead ot a ſack; fo, at ſeveral times.

bo.lers and ſtew pans, of others di hes and plates; ſome 
he kept water in, and others in pickle; fo that he was 
ſtocked with neceſſary veſſels as well as proviſion. 

Being very weary with often going backwards and 
foruards with his fiſh, which took up all that day to 
bring them hon.e, he fits dawn to reſt himſelf ; a.. d 
the rundlet of brandy lying by, he was tempted to take 
a ſup, which was at that time very much wanted, his 
ſpirits being very low; but was loth to taſte it, len he 
ſhould grow fond of the !iquor, and grieve after it 
when gone: Some moments were ſpent beſore he couid

dangered by it. 

But thivering winter, having exhauſted biz froſty 
ſtores, and weary with vexing nature. retired ; Boreas 
alſo, grown faint with hard blowing, is forced to retreat 
into his cave; gentle Zephyrus (who tilt then kept up 
his temperate cell) now comes forth to uſher in the 
blooming ſpring ; fo mildly {iips on to inform nature 
of her favourite's approach, who jt the joyful neus 
puts on her gay enamelled garb, and out of her rich 
w:rdrobe ſupplies all vegetables with new vetture, to 
welcome the moit lovely gueſt. The feathered chorif- 
ters allo received new ſtrength ; their tender lungs are

Quarli alfo, whom bad weather had confined with- 
in dogs a confiderable time, which had in a grezt

So rely. ved 
upon making a kitchen near it. Thus having fix-d 
upon a viace convenient at the fide of his lodge, about 
fax fect trom it, twelve in length, and eight in breadth, 
which he mcio'ed in the turfs that covered the outude 
of his a; hour, before it was ſufficiently tuick to keep 
out the cod ; then having laid hies -acrols the top of 
the walls, him ere about eight fret high, he lays 
turf thereon, and 16 covers it, leaving an open place 
for the ima ank tog out.

out of their gills and noſtriis ; at other times, num- 
bers of dolphins ro:ling amongt the waves; now aud. 
then a quantity of ſtrange mondrous fim playing on 
the ſurtace of the ſea, ſome whereut had heads, (not 
common to fiſhes) bke t:iole of nogs; othe s not un- 
like thoſe of dogs, calves, horſes, lions, buils, goats, 
and ſeveral other creatures ; ſor:e chafing anothet ſort, 
which to avoid being taken, wouid quit their ele-

leuviag him in a deep melancholy : Thus as he was 


be war ſiug his loſs, calling to mind the agrecoble - 


paſtimcs they kad often been to bim, and the many 
anxious hours ke hag cifperſed with their diversion, 
a --ntlewo0inau appeared before him, of a moſt 
agtecable yet grave countenance, drefled in plain 
dove coloured cloaths, in moſt places 2 
and in others patched with divers ſorts of ſtuffs, yet 
genteel and becoming.

The picture which he 
d drawn of the terrible ſca-monſter, being a- 
init his wall, having accuſtomed him to the tright- 
al object that conſtantiy diſturbed his mind, he 
aws that of the two ruſſians commiting their 
arbarity, and hangs it by the place; the idea 
hereot being to him more terrible then the pre- 
eding, he could not ſuffer it to be long in his 
ight ; but takes it down, and draws on the backhis 
ft it, the villians on a gibbet: now ſaid he, this 
deing what ought to be the end and explanation of 
he hiſtory, ſhall now be tbe right ſide of the pic- 
ure 
The mean time, the french mariners, who, 
robably got money by what they had taken from 
m the year betore, returned. it heing much about 
he ſame ſeaſon; and being reſolved to take him

Ilaſtening io the pl:ce 
where he though: the cri-s came from, which, as 
he advanced, he could diſcern to be too ſhrill for a 
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man's voice, certainly, ſaid he, this muſt be ſome 
woman by the noiſe. This ſers his blood a glowings 
luis Leatt alters its motion: New, faid he, joytul,
